TO 


Confirm certain Provisional Orders of the Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland relating to Dublin and 
Fermoy. 

TT7HEBEAS the Local Government Board for Ireland (herein- 
» v after referred to as “ the Local Government Board ”) have 
made the Provisional Order set forth in Schedule A. hereto under 
the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and the Provisional Order 
5 set forth in Schedule B. hereto under the Housing of the 
Working Glasses Act 1890: 

And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders should he 
confirmed by Parliament and that the provisions herein contained 
should be enacted with reference to those Orders : 

10 Be it. therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same as follows : — 


1. The Orders set out in the schedules hereto are hereby 
15 confirmed and all the provisions thereof shall have full validity 

and force. 

2. The sanitary authorities mentioned in the Orders hereby 
confirmed shall not under the powers of those Orders purchase or 
acquire in any urban district any house or houses which on the 

20 fifteenth day of December last were occupied either wholly or 
partially by thirty or more persons belonging to the working class 
as tenants or lodgers or except with the consent of the Local 
Government Board any house or houses which were not so occupied 
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on the said fifteenth day of December but have been or shall be 
subsequently so occupied. 

If the said authorities acquire or appropriate any bouse or 
bouses for the purposes of those Orders in contravention of the 
foregoing provisions they shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred 5 
pounds in respect of every such bouse which penalty shall be 
recoverable by the Local Government Board by action in the High 
Court and shall be carried to and form part of the Consolidated 
Eund of the United Kingdom Provided that the Court may if it 
think fit reduce such penalty. 10 

Eor the purposes of this section the expression “ house ” means 
any house or part of a house occupied as a separate dwelling and 
the expression “ working class ” means mechanics artizans labourers 
and others working for wages hawkers costermongers persons not 
working for wages but working at some trade or handicraft without 15 
employing others except members of their own families and persons 
other than domestic servants whose income does not exceed an 
average of thirty shillings a week and the families of any of such 
persons who may be residing with them. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board 20 
(Ireland) Provisional Orders Confirmation (No. 2) Act 1907.

SCHEDULE A. 


DUBLIN JOINT HOSPITAL DISTRICT. 

Provisional Order. 

5 WHEREAS the Lord Mayor Aldermen and Burgesses of the County 
Boi’ough of Dublin acting by the town council and the district councils of 
the county districts specified in the schedule to this Order (herein -after 
referred to as “ the component authorities ”) are the sanitary authorities for 
their respective districts : 

10 And whereas an application has been made to the Local Government 
Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as “ the Local Government 
Board ”) by the said Lord Mayor Aldermen and Burgesses in pursuance of 
section twelve of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 (in this Order referred 
to as “ the Act ”) to form a united district and to constitute a joint board for 
15 the purposes of the provision maintenance and management for the use of 
the inhabitants of the sanitary district consisting of the County Borough of 
Dublin and of the sanitary districts in the Administrative County of Dublin 
of a hospital to be used as a sanatorium for consumptives : 

And whereas after due inquiry it appears to the Local Government 
20 Board that it would be for the advantage of the sanitary districts specified 
iu the schedule to this Order that they should be formed into a united 
distract for the purposes and in the manner herein-after provided : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board as follows : — 

1. This Order shall come into operation from and after the date of the 
25 Act confirming the same (herein-after referred to as “ the appointed day ”). 

2. The county borough and county districts specified in the schedule 
to this Order (which borough and districts are in this Order referred to as 
“ the component districts ’’) shall be formed into a united district to be called 
“ The Dublin Joint Hospital District ” in pursuance of section twelve of 

30 the Act for the purpose of the provision maintenance and management for 
the use of the inhabitants of the component districts of a hospital to be 
used as a sanatorium for consumptives. 

3. — (1) The joint board which shall be the governing body of the said 
united district shall consist of thirty-one elective members and shall be called 
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“The Dublin Joint Hospital Board” (in this Order referred to as “the 
joint board”). 

(2) Each component authority shall, elect annually the number of 
members specified in the second column of the schedule to this Order 
opposite to the name of the district of that authority Each member 5 
shall at the time of bis election be a member of the authority electing 
him. 

4. Such of the provisions of Article 12 of the schedule to the Local 
Government (Application of Enactments) Order 1898 as relate to members of 
district councils shall with the necessary modifications apply to members 10 
of the joint board. 

5. The joint board constituted as aforesaid shall be a body corporate by 

the aforesaid name of “ The Dublin Joint Hospital Board ” and shall have a 
perpetual succession and a common seal with power to acquire and hold 
land for the purposes lierein-after mentioned. ] 5 

6. The first election of members of the joint board shall take place 
at a meeting of each of the component authorities to be held within 
three months after the appointed day or within such further time as the 
Local Government Board may allow The day on which such meeting shall 
take place shall be fixed by a resolution of the component authority passed 20 
at a previous meeting of the said authority Such resolution may be passed 
without any previous notice but sufficient time must elapse between the 
passing of such resolution and the time thereby fixed for the election to 
enable the clerk to the authority to give notice of the election in the manner 
following Seven days’ previous notice in writing of the time fixed for the 25 
election shall be given to each member of the component authority by the 
clerk to such authority. 

7. The clerk to each of the component authorities shall notify in writing 
to the Local Government Board within seven days after such first election 
has taken place the name address and occupation of each of the persons 30 
elected by such authority as a member of the joint board. 

8. After the first election of members of the joint board an annual 
election of members of the said board by the component authorities shall 
take place at the meeting of each of the said authorities which takes 
place next after the first day of April in each year after such first election. 35 

9. Each member of the joint board shall continue in office until he dies 
or resigns or becomes disqualified or vacates his seat for absence or until 
the next annual election of members of the joint board by the component 
authority by which he has been elected. 

10. Casual vacancies among the members of the joint board shall be 40 
filled as follows The component authority by which the member causing 
the vacancy has been elected shall at a meeting to be held within one month 
after such vacancy has taken place or within such other period as the Local 
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Government Board may direct (of which meeting seven days’ notice in A.D. 1907. 
writing shall be given by the clerk to such authority to each member of such Dublin. 

authority) elect a member of their body to fill such vacancy and the clerk to 
such authority shall forthwith notify in writing to the clerk to the joint 
5 board the name address and occupation of the person elected to fill such 
vacancy. 

11 m The time and place of holding the first meeting of the joint Meetings of 

' _ ° joint board, 

board shall be fixed by the Local Government Board. 

(2) An annual meeting of the joint board shall take place in every year 
10 on the first Saturday following the day on which the elections of members 

have been completed. 

(3) After the said first meeting and after the annual meeting the joint 
board shall meet at least once in every three months on some day to be 
fixed at the last preceding meeting of the said board and if no such day 

15 is fixed then on the first Saturday in every third month. 

1 2. At the said first meeting and at the annual meeting the members chairman and 
of the joint board shall appoint one of their members chairman and another T,cc ‘ cl ’ a ' rmun- 
member vice-chairman of the joint board and such chairman and vice- 
chairman shall hold office until the next annual appointment of a chairman 
20 and vice-chairman unless he has previously died resigned or ceased to be a 
member of the joint board In the event of the death or resignation of such 
chairman or vice-chairman or of his ceasing to be a member of the joint 
board the joint board at the next meeting after such vacancy has taken 
place shall appoint another member of the joint board to fill the vacancy. 

25 13. At all meetings of the joint board the chairman or in his absence the Conduct of 

vice-chairman shall preside and if at the commencement of any meeting meetings! 11 
the chairman and vice-chairman are both absent the members of the board 
present shall elect one of their number to preside at such meeting until 
- the chairman or vice-chairman takes the chair. 

3 Q 14. Every question at any meeting of the joint board shall be determined Decision of 
by a majority of the votes of the members present and in any case in which at 

there is an equality of votes on any question that question shall be deemed 
to be lost provided that where there is an equality of votes at the election of 
chairman or vice-chairman or chairman of a meeting it shall be determined 
35 by lot which of the persons receiving an equal number of votes shall be 
chairman or vice-chairman or chairman of the meeting as the case may be. 

15. The chairman presiding at any meeting of the joint board shall be Vote of chair- 
entitled to give one vote on each question submitted to the joint board man ‘ 

but he shall not under any circumstances be entitled to any additional or 
40 casting vote. 

16. At all meetings of the joint board eight members shall constitute a Quorum, 
quorum. 

17. The joint board shall at their first meeting or at any adjournment Appointment 
thereof and thereafter as occasion may require appoint a clerk and may ofofflcer -''-

appoint one or more medical officers who shall be registered medical practi- 
tioners and such other officers and servants as they think requisite They 
may pay their clerk medical officers and other officers and servants such 
reasonable remuneration as they deem expedient and every such clerk medical 
officer and other officer and servant shall be removable by the joint board at 5 
their pleasure. 

18. The joint board shall at their first meeting or at any adjournment 
thereof and thereafter at their annual meeting appoint out of their members 
a managing committee for the said hospital and so much of subsections (5) 

to (9) of Article 36 of the schedule to the Local Government (Application of 10 
Enactments) Order 1898 as relates to committees shall apply with the neces- 
sary modifications and in particular with the substitution of the joint board 
for the council. 

19. Persons shall be admitted into the hospital in accordance with regu- 
lations made with the approval of the Local Government Board by the 15 
managing committee and such regulations shall provide that there shall be 
available for each component district accommodation for patients bearing as 
nearly as may be the same proportion to the total accommodation of the 
hospital as the rateable value as defined by the Local Government (Ireland) 

Act 1898 of such district bears to the rateable value as so defined of the 20 
united district. 

20. For the purposes of this Order sections 139 140 155 156 200 
201 (except subsection (3)) 202 203 and 204 of the Act and section 8 of the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act 1896 shall apply and the joint board shall have 
exercise perform and be subject to all the powers rights duties capacities 25 
liabilities and obligations of a sanitary authority under the said enactments 

or otherwise under the enactments of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 
1878 to 1900 in relation to the provision maintenance and management of 
a hospital so far as the said enactments are applicable. 

21. Until a hospital provided by the joint board is ready for the 30 
reception of patients nothing in this Order shall take away abridge or 
prejudicially affect any power vested in any component authority with 
regard to the provision of a hospital for the use of the inhabitants of their 
district. 

22. A copy of section 156 of the Act shall be hung up in a conspicuous 35 
place at the principal entrance of the hospital. 

23. — (1) All expenses incurred by the joint board shall be defrayed out 
of a common fund to which shall be paid the sums received from the 
component authorities in respect of the cost of maintenance of patients as 
herein-after provided and the sums recovered by the joint board from or 40 
repaid to the joint board by or for patients. 

(2) The common fund so far as the same is not provided by such 
payments thereto as aforesaid shall be contributed by the component districts 
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in the manner provided by section 235 of the Act and the contribution of 
each district shall be raised and defrayed by the component authority out of 
any rate or fund applicable to defraying the expenses incurred by them in the 
execution of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1 900 Provided that 
5 the amount to be contributed by each component district shall not in any 
one year exceed a sum which could be raised by a rate of one penny in the 
pound on the rateable value of the property in the district. 

24. — (1) The cost of maintenance bf patients shall be ascertained and 
paid as follows : — 

10 (a) Within three weeks after the 31st day of - March and the 30th day 

of September in each year or such other days as the Local 
Government Board may direct the joint board shall ascertain the 
average daily cost per patient of the maintenance of patients who 
have been in the hospital during the previous half-year. 

15 ( b ) The cost of maintenance of patients shall include all the expenses 

incurred in and about the maintenance and care of the patients in 
the hospital and in and about their medical treatment (except so 
far as the same are included in the salaries of the medical officers 
and permanent nurse or nurses) and in and about the clothing 

20 conveyance to and from the hospital burials and funerals of 

patients and shall also include during any week in which patients 
may have been in the hospital the remuneration and rations of 
temporary nurses but shall not include the cost of the repairs to 
the hospital or to the fittings or furniture thereof or the salaries 

25 remuneration or rations of the officers or servants other than 

temporary nurses. 

(2) The clerk to the joint board shall within four weeks after the 
31st day of March and 30th day of September in each year or such other days 
as the Local Government Board 'may direct transmit to the clerk to each 

30 component authority an account showing in respect of the patients received 
into the hospital from the district of such authority after deducting any 
sums recovered by the joint board from or repaid to the joint board by or 
for such patients — 

(a) The name of each patient ; 

35 (b) The number of days during such half-year each patient has remained 

in the hospital ; and 

(c) The amount (calculated according to the daily average ascertained as 
aforesaid) due from such authority. 

(3) The amount shown by such account to be due shall be paid by the 

40 component authority from whose district such patients have been received 

into the hospital and shall be included in the precepts which the joint board 
issue to the component authorities respectively under section 236 of the Act 
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stating the sums to be contributed by the component authorities towards the 
common fund of the district and in case of default shall be recovered in like 
manner as the sums to be contributed towards such common fund. 

25. The accounts of the joint board shall at all reasonable times be 
open to inspection and transcription without payment by any member of 5 
any component authority or by any officer of any component authority 
authorised by them for that purpose. 

26. The provisions of the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1871 with 
respect to the audit of accounts as amended and applied to the accounts of 
public bodies by any subsequent enactment and the Orders of the Local 10 
Government Board made thereunder shall apply to the accounts of the joint 
board and the audit thereof. 

27. The costs charges and expenses of each component authority of 
and incidental to the application for preparation making and confirmation of 
this Order shall be paid by that authority as part of their expenses under 16 
the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1900 and the like costs charges 
and expenses of the Local Government Board shall be defrayed out of the 
common fund. 

28. If at any time any new district is formed including the whole or 
any part of any of the component districts or the boundaries of any of the 20 
component districts are otherwise altered or the whole or any part of any 
component district is created or included in a municipal borough or any repeal 

or alteration is made in the law affecting the united district or the joint 
board or any of the component districts or authorities in matters touching 
their relation to the united district or the joint board then and in every such 26 
case the Local Government Board may by order to be published as they may 
direct make such provision as to them seems fit for adapting the provisions of 
this Order to the alteration so made and to the incidents and consequences 
thereof and every such order shall have effect as if the terms thereof were 
inserted in this Order. 30 

29. If at any time any difference arises between the joint board on the 

one hand and any component authority on the other hand or between the 
component authorities respecting any matter arising out of the provisions 
of this Order the same shall be referred to and be decided by the Local 
Government Board whose decision shall be final. 36 

30. This Order may be cited as the Dublin Sanatorium for Con- 
sumptives Order 1907.

Provisional Order to enable the Urban District Council of Fermoy. 
15 Fermoy to put in force the Compulsory Clauses of the Lands 
Clauses Acts. 

WHEREAS the urban district council of Fermoy (in this Order referred 
to as “the sanitary authoriy”) are the sanitary authority of the urban 
sanitary district consisting of the town of Fermoy and have adopted Part III. 

20 of the Housing of the Working Classes Act 1890 and require to purchase 53 & 54 Viet, 
and take the lands described in the schedule hereto for the purposes of the ° - 
said Part III, of the said Act. 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board for Ireland in pursuance 
of the powers given to Us by section 57 of the said Afct and section 203 of 
2 g the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and of all other powers enabling Us 41 & 42 Viet, 
in that behalf do hereby order that from and after the date of the Act 
confirming this Order the following provisions shall have effect namely : — 


1. The sanitary authority shall be empowered to put in force with 
reference to the lands described in the schedule hereto and for the purposes 
30 aforesaid the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts as amended by section 8 of 

the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1896 with respect to the purchase and 59 & 6o Vict. 
taking of lands otherwise than by agreement or any of them. 


2. The costs and expenses of the sanitary authority and of the Local 
Government 'Board for Ireland incurred in respect of the application for 
[209.] B 
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preparation making and confirmation of this Order shall be paid by the 
sanitary authority out of the rate applicable by that authority to defray 
the expenses incurred by them in the execution of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1900. 

3. This Order may be cited as the Fermoy Order 1907. 5
